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Ex-cop gets 3 years 

O Peter Hodson was caught in 2010 selling drugs on the job during a sting operation 
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Former Vancouver police officer 
Peter Hodson, who pleaded guilty 
to drug trafficking while on duty, 
was sentenced Thursday to three 
years in a federaí prison. 

The 32-year-old former Uníver- 
sity of B.C basketbal! player was 
arrested and fíred ŕrom the Van- 
couver Police Department in April 
2010 following a sting operation 
by his own force. 

The ŕather of four pleaded guilty 
to three charges last November, 
including drug trafficking and 
breach of trust. 

" Your remarkable íall ŕrom grace 
is a burden you will have to carry 
with you for the rest of your life," 
provincial court Judge Gregory 
Rideout told Hodson before read- 
ing the sentence. 

The judge stressed Hodson 
abused fus power and exploited vul- 
nerable Downtown Eastside resi- 
dents, with some of the drug deals 
done while he was driving his 
police cruiser. 

His lawyer, Vincent Michaels, 
had asked for a two-year condi- 
tional sentence to be served under 
house arrest, while the Crown was 




seeking three and a half years, 

Hodson' s wife Sarah burst into 
tears when her husband was hand- 
ed his sentence. More than 30 of 
Hodson's supporters packed the 
court, some of whom got into a 
scuŕfle with média outside the 



courthouse as they tried to shield 
the disgraced cop's wife and get her 
into a waiting SUV. 

Crown lawyer Joe Bellows said 
the judge didn't seem to buy Hod- 
son's thrill-seeking defence but that 
he was more persuaded by the 



Crown's submission that Hodson 
was in it for the money. 

"Iťs not a harsh sentence but a 
fit sentence," Bellows said outside 
court. 

Hodson was given 21 days offhis 
sentence for time alre?»^ T
